How NUTMEGS Guow.—Nutmegs grow 


on little trees which look like pear trees, 
and are generally not over twenty feet 
high. The flowers are much like the lily 
of the valley. They are pale and very 
fragrant. 
The nutmeg is the seed of 


the fruit, and mace is the thin covering 
over the seed. The fruit is about as large 
as a peach. When ripe it breaks open 
and shows a little nut inside. 
The trees 


grow on the islands of Asia and tropical 
America. They bear fruit for seventy or 
eighty years, having ripe fruit upon 4hem 
all the seasons. A fine tree in Jamaica 
has over four thousand nutmegs on it 
every year. The Dutch used to have all 
this nutmeg trade, as they owned the 
Banda Islands, and conquered all the 
other traders, and destroyed the trees. 
To keep the price up they once burned 
three piles of nutmegs, each of which was 
as big as a church. Nature did not sym- 
pathize with such meanness. 
The nutmeg 


pigeon, found in all the Indian islands, 
did for the world what the Dutch had 
determined should not be done—carried 
those nuts, which are their food, into all 
the surrounding countries, and trees grew 
again, and the world had the benefit.

Tiie'Anwrican Antiquarian publishes in 


its current' number a paper on Sioux 
Folk-lore, read before the Anthropologi- 
cal Society at Washington, and compiled 
from statements made by W. E. Everett, 
a Government scout, to Dr. J. C. Merrill, 
U. S. A., in which the scout says of the 
Myth of the White Tail Deer : I have 
known braves to return empty liandcd 
rather than shoot a white-tailed deer; aud 
again I have seen a whole village on the 
move hunting one poor white tail to th 
death ; Sitting Bull himself took a han 
in this, and only desisted by being throw 
from his horse ; he bad fired five shots a 
it, and had not hit it; it was finally kille 
among a lot of women and children, poti. 
kettles, etc. But as a general thing, es- 
pecially if his sweetheart is dead, he wi 
not shoot at a white tail deer, for the 
are afraid that the spirit of the woman i 
contains will appear before them an. 
make their life a torture. 
I have know 


several Indians, in spite of the waruin 
to kill the deer, start out on a hunt am 
not return; when their friends got anx 
ious and went out after them lliey wer 
invariably found alongside a white tailec 
deer, strangled, the mark's of a woman 
hand on their throat. I remember an 
anecdote that was related to me when '. 
was on the Medicine Lake Creek in '73 
I am well acquainted with the country ii 
which the story lies, and also the precisi 
spot; I have passed it many times while 
scouting and hunting. 


Many years ago, when there were no 


white men in this country, a camp of Sioux 
were coming up this creek from the Re- 
publican Kiver ; they were going to war 
with their enemies, the Pawnees, after 
which they were going to the Arickarees 
in Kansas, and go into winter camp there 
While they were debating whether to go 
up a small creek and camp, or camp on 
the main creek, a scout that was aheac 
brought in word that buffalo were very 
thick on the divide between what is now 
called Wolf Creek and the Medicine, so 
they decided to camp at the mouth ol 
Wolf Creek and hunt buffalo from there. 
Some of the young men wanted to hunt 
turkeys and go across the Medicine to a 
thick plum patch close to the south side 
of tha creek ; before going, however, they 
were warned by the old woman of the 
camp not to molest any white tailed deer, 
not to shoot at them by any means, and if 
possible not to hunt near them at all; "if 
you see any near the plum patch turn 
around and leave the place, for if they 
see you they will charm you with their 
eyes and bewitch you." 
"All right," the 


young men said, but as soon a) they cross- 
ed the creek and plunged into the brush 
they forgot all that the old crone said, 
and laughed and said, "Let's kill som» 
white tail and bring*Hhem to camp and 
show them they are fools: that we are 
not afraid of what an old woman says." 
So saying, they struck out for the plum 
patch with as light hearts as any young 
brave before the advent of the white man 
put a »top to these hunting excursions. 
Little did they think that six out of seven 
would never return and that their bones 
would rot in the fatal plum patch. 
Most 


of thorn had sweethearts, all excepting 
it was his first hunt, and he gloried to be 
able to tell his companions on hi* arrival 
at camp that he had killed a white tail. 


They crossed tha intervening open be- 


tween the bends of the creek, and found 
themselves close to the plum patch; <|pme 
turkeys were gobbling in there they were 
sure, for they could not only hear them, 
but could see them also. They told the 
young lad to go around the thicket and 
scare the birds toward them. The young 
lad left them and went through a box 
elder grove to- get in the rear of the 
turkeys'unperceived.- It was the last he 
saw of his companions alive. While he 
was crawling in the brush he heard the 
twang of arrows, and fancied he heard 
groans. 
What was his astonishing to see 


a herd of white tail come scampering by 
him, 
and six women running with them. 


He was so frightened that he ran around 
the other side of the plum patch, and 
having to pass up a small hill, he looked 
back and saw six of his comrades lying in 
the thicket of plum brush. He was sur- 
prised at their not making any movement, 


was going j -*~,,.n tnward them.' As he 
down the Tim lie saw sev"5 


white tailed deer corning up the bottom 
toward him ; they went down a small 
gully and disappeared. 
When they came 


out of the gully they appeared to be 
frightened at something, and turned to- 
ward the thicket: what was his surprise 
to see only six deer instead of seven that 
he first saw. More surprised was he to 
see a woman come out of the gully and 
join the deer ; they disappeared behind 
the plum patch, and when they made their 
appearance again there were seven deer 
and no woman. So scared was he that he 
could hardly crawl to the plum patch 
where his comrades lay : when he did 
summon enough courage to go on the lit- 
tle hill that the thicket stood on, what 
was his dismay to see all six of his com- 
rades dead. Lying beside them were six 
dead white tail and an arrow in each of 
them. The tongues of the young men 
were protruding, and on their necks were 
the unmistakable marks of fingers, show- 
ing each one had been choked to death ; 
upon all their faces was a horrible look as 
if they had seen something awful. 
The 


young lad was so horrified that he could 
hardly move; at last be made a spring 
and darted out of the thicket. On his 
way he stumbled over a log of wood, and 
throwing out his hand to save himself, he 
struck a rattlesnake, which fastened its 
fangs into the hand Of the now thorough- 
ly scared boy; rising with the snake in 
his hand he ran across the open, plunged 
into the wood, crossed the creek and fell 
just outside of the village. 


Some old women and men and saw him 


him coming and said "Hear conies the 
Little Wolf; he must have seen a bear. 
What has made him so? 
Let us go 


to him and see." So saying they went, 
and seeing him lie so still, they asked 
him, " What did he see ?" " What 
was the matter?" "Was he hurt," etc. 
Not getting any answer, they imagined 
he had fainted, and turning him over they 
saw to their affrighted gaze he was dead; 
in his right hand was a rattlesnake also 
dead; 'bis eyes were wide open as if 
he had seen something so horrible that 
his eyes were petrified 
while looking. 


They carried him to the lodge in which 
he had lived and sent out for his father 
and brothers who were hunting buffalo 
on the divide. Meanwhile the old woman 
moaned and lamented his fate, and some- 
how, all the dogs would join in; nothing 
could stop them, more especially the dogs 
belonging to the lodges of the young men 


that bad been with him: the dogs woulc 
.go in front of the lodges of the parents OL 
these young men and howl an if some one 
were dead. The sun went behind a cloud 
and the screech owl commenced its shrill 
mournful cry. Finally the father of the 
boy returned, and seeing how the case 
stood, said it was wrong for him to go 
hunting, for they were bad young men 
that went with him. "They"have been 
shooting white tail deer; we will never 
see them again. Come, 1 will follow their 
trail and show you that they are dead: 
my medicine told me so (a kilt fox) while 
I was hunting." So speaking he started 
down to the creek followed by some others, 
amongst whom was the medicine man of 
the tribe. They crossed the creek, went 
through the timber, crossed the open, 
went through the box elder grove, and i 
crossing a small gully there they saw the 
body of Red Moccasin, one of the young 
men. 
At his side was his bow, and' near 


him was a dead white tail deer with 
arrow through it. 
Upon a nearer in- 


spection of the body they saw the impress 
of fingers on his throat; his eyes, like the 
boy's were wide open, anil moccasin 
tracks of a woman's foot were found near 
him, 
and the dirt, also, around him was 


thrown up and showed evidence of a 
struggle. 
Carrying him to the plum 


patch they commenced making a scaffold 
to put him on. As they entered the 
thicket there they beheld the remaining 
six, in the same position as the first one 
was in, marks of fingers on their throats, 
and thair eyes wide open as if looking at 
a bear; around them also were the marks 
of women's feet, and the dirt was also 
torn up as in the case of the first one. 


While they were looking and thinking 


of what to do, the form of an old man was 
seen coming toward them from the direc- 
tion of the village; he was their oldest 
man and chief councilor; he came up to 
each of the bodies and stroked his face 
with his hand, and then said to the peo- 
ple.present: "I was ont of a certain kind 
of medicine, I crossed the creek after the 
young men had crossed ; I had to go in 
this box elder grove to get the kind of 
root I wauled ; from that hill I saw all 
happened." (Here he related the story 
to the people present.) "I saw the boy 
.eave the party, conn,- tlnuugli this iiuuil 
:o pass around the plum patch, saw the 
latch, saw the deer come from the hill, 
law the young mtn string their bows and 
joint the arrows, saw the deer fall and 
iix women rise; saw them struggling aud 
finally fall. 
Saw the boy run up the hill 


ind stop, frightened at what he saw; saw 
seven deer come up from the creek; saw 
them disappear in a gully ; saw them 
coming by a bush in the gully, and saw 
,hat young man (pointing to the one taken 
'rom the gully) draw his bow on them ; 
saw one fall and one woman rise, and saw 
lis struggle; saw the look of horror on 
he body, and saw him go in the thicket; 
saw him coining out of it yelling and 
screaming; saw him fall and when he 
rose he had a snake in his hand ; saw him 
run to the creek, when I following him, 
ind upon reaching the village found he 
vas dead, and you all had come out here. 


'. informed the camp what I had seen and 
come out to join you and help bury tlie 
iodies " Such was the «peech of the old 
nan. 
There was much lamentation and 


lourniiig for the young men, for they 
vere very much liked, although they were 


oma time some of tTie women present'cut 


half way on tho divide between Wolf 
Creek and tho Medicine Creuk. 


One thing I know, in '7.'t there were 


some Indians, Sioux, camped on Wolf 
Creek ; when the plums were ripe on the 
Medicine they would travel miles to get 
laage yellow sweet ones. 
All the plums 


around the aforesaid plum patch would be 
picked, but in the bend in which the 
plum patch stood not ono would ha touch- 
ed, though many sweet varieties grew 
near the hill <ni which grew the famous 
plum patch , true, those on the hill were 
sour and acrid, but close to them were 
lots of bushes that were fairly one mass 
of red and yellow plums all sweet. Now, 
the question is, why would they not piek 
them ? True, the place was infested with 
rattlesnakes; probably that might have 
been the cause of their not going there, 
but for that matter the whole creek was 
full of them. 
1 cannot set! that they 


were afraid of snakes, for it was a com- 
mon thing to find rattlesnakes everywhere. 
Did the curse of the old medicine man 
still infest the place, or did the spirits of 
the seven murdered men roam around in 
the night and scare all that would dare 
to camp close? Really, noises were heard 
is if someone was groaning and chokii o, 
Jut upon investigation it turned out to bo 
:iogs eating plums, and swallowing them 
so fast that they nearly choki'd. 
Hence 


the noise. 1 have hunted deer in the 
same thicket and have never seen any 
;hosts, but I heard queer noises, and saw 
otsof snakes and frogs. 


From this account although Mr. Evcr- 


ette pretends, to explain certain myste- 
rious noises heard in the celebrated plum 
)ateh, it seems clear to my mind that he 
jives full credence to tho legend. Pcr- 
laps some of the members present may 
nwe heard of a similiar superstition 
imong other tribes, of Indians, but this 


the first time it has come to my knowl- 


edge.

They body 
f the boy had already been buried on a 
igh part of the Divide overlooking the 
iledicine. When all was ready to move 
ie medicine man rode up and cursed the 
reek^more especially the spot on which 
rus . "May the fruit that you trees'BeaV 
e ever ever sour! May your thicket 
arbor snakes and frogs, so that no one 
ill enter! 
May the lightning strike 


ou every year, and gradually may you 
ie ! And may the hill upon which you 
re growing turn to a rock so that noth- 
ig can grow ! May the woods in the vi- 
inity become burnt by fire and never 
row again ! Finally, may you become a 
arren place only fit for snakes and frogs'" 
Vfter the delircry of this oration the vil- 
age moved up the Divide, crossed the 
ledicine at the mouth of what is now 
ailed Fox Creek, went up Fox Creek to 
lie head, crossed over to the South Platte 
nd camped. 
Nothing occurred to them 


ntil after they crossed the Platte, when 
very evening they saw just at dusk the 
ormj of seven white tail deer and one 
•olf, playing around the camp. 
A sick- 


ess broke out in the camp, and every 
ay some one would die, and every eyen- 
ng the herd of white tail would grow 
arger. Things kept on this way until 
nly seven were left, whan they agreed to 
eparate and go north to the mouth of 
ie Laramie, or Duck River, as they call 
: where some of the people were. 
Upon 


leir arrival they were all seized with the 
ame sickness 
and died. 
That night 


even wolves were observed 
running 


round-the scaffolds on the hill and howl- 
ng. Shots were fired at them but to no 
ffect. 
One man lingered long enough 


o tell the story to some French traders, 
nd from them I have it; though not 
jefm but their half breed children. 
I have been in the plum patch myself 


nd the plums are sour; every year tlie 
ghtning does strike it; the hill is bo- 
oming a rock and it is a paradise of rat- 
.esnakes and frogs. The box elder grove 
a the vicinity is dead, and has been so 
or many a year. 
In short, the 
full 


rophecy has come to pass. I relate it 
terally as near as I can remember it. 
have known Indians to go out hunting 
nd return with all white deer and no 
larm befall them. 
How the Indians met 


ith their death I am at a loss to account 
or; and that they are there in one scaf- 
old is true, for there is the old scaffold 
upported by green and dead plum brush 
ith parts of seven human^skeletons on it. 
.t any rate it is a queer story. I have 


seen the grave of the boy on the divide; 
lit scaffold is made of hard dry ash wood 
nd looks fair to bid defiance to the ele- 
ments for many years; it stands about 


they have learned from other sources 
than text-books.

As the successive anniversaries of the 


birth of George Washington arrive, there 
is a slow but perceptible change in the 
character of what we may call the living 
memorials of Washington. The earliest 
of these were the colored nurses of tho 
Father of his Country—the venerable wo- 
men who had carried him in her arms, 
had cared for him when suffering tho 
pangs of stomach-ache, and hud comlbrt- 
Jd him with surreptitious sugar afta: 
lie had visited the woodshed with his 
father, or had rested on the lap of his 
oving yet athletic mother. 
Fifty years 


ago there was a great demand for tho 
colored nurses of Washington, and the 
statistics of that period show that the in- 
fant Washington must have been cared 
for by seventy-three distinct and simulta- 
neous nurses. It was inevitable, however, 
that these nurses should gradually die 
off. 
.Several of them reached the' npe 


old age of 14U years; but this was the 
limit of public credulity, and it is now 
many years since the hist of the nurses 
retired from life and business. 


The coachmen and valets of Washing- 


ton lasted somewhat longer. 
They had 


the advantage of beginning their labors 
in connection with horses and clothes 
brushes at an age much earlier than that 
of the colored nurses. Most of them drove 
the Washin 


Tins ii better . the pleabiircro of! 


ugton family coach at the age 


of li!, or brushed Washington's boots at 
the age of 10. 
They had thus fully 


twenty years the advantage of the nurses, 
and outlived the latter precisely tliat 
length of time. 
One hundred and ninety 


coachmen and one hundred aud twelve 
valets appear on tne list 01 a famous sta- 
tistician, and the last one of these died 
only twenty-eight years ago. 
They were 


more prominent as well as more numer- 
ous than the nurses, because they had bet- 
ter means of calling to themselves the at- 
tention of the public, but by general con- 
sent they were held to be less interest- 
ing and improving objects of contempla- 
tion. 


Fighting in the Revolutionary War and 


being detailed as a sentry at the head- 
quarters of Washington must have bec^s 
the most healthy occupation in which 
any man ever engaged. 
Eleven thous- 


and soldiers were thus employed, and 
every one of them lived to be between 80 
and 100 years of age. 
There was a time 


when nearly every village in the original 
thirteen States boasted among its popu- 
lation the identical Revolutionary soldier 
who had been a sentinel at the local head- 
quarters of Washington;, and on every 
ii'2d of February—not to speak of Fourth 
of July—those hale old men reveled in 
free cigars and eleemosynary whiskey. 
\o medical man or life insurance agent 
has ever yet accounted for the uniform 
lonoevilv of the man who stood guard

It is estimated that Washington person- 
ally patted on the head two million five 
hundred thousand babies during the last 
five years of his life; and of these not 
one died under the age of 70, and at l«ast 
three hundred and five are now living 
and ready to receive cigars or flannel—as 
their sex may indicate—on each 22d day 
day of February. 
But these historic ba- 


bies are doomed. 
They cannot, in the 


nature of things, survive but a few years 
longer; and with them will vanish the 
very last men and women who ever 
gazed on George Washington in the flesh. 
We shall then have left to comfort our 


thousand headquarters, his twenty thous- 
and 
walking-canes, 
his two hundred 


swords, his three thousand snuff-boxes, 
and his fifteen hundred pairs of blue- 
glass spectacles, besides the less import- 
ant articles of his personal property which 
are owned by every respectable American 
cilizeu.—ATttu York Times. 


WOMAN STKKKAGK IN WYOMING 


"Women don't want to hold ollice," said 
Gov. 
John W. Iloyt of Wyoming Terri- 


tory iu his lecture on woman suffrage last 
evening before a large audience in Asso- 
ciation Hall; "they do not care for pub- 
lic life. 
During all my experience in 


Wyoming Territory, where women are 
citizens, and hold the same civil rights 
as men, I have not heard of one woman 
who desired active public life. It is in- 
teresting to know how woman suffrage 
was obtained in Wyoming. 
A saloon 


keeper one day said to his wife : 'Hetty, 
it is a shame that I should be a member 
of the Legislature and make laws for you, 
when you are so much better than I.'" Of 
course 15etty agreed with him.

How NUTMEGS GROW.—Nutmegs grow 


on little trees which look like pear trees, 
and are generally not over twenty feet 
high. The flowers are much like the lily 
of the valley. 
They are pale and very 


fragrant. 
The nutmeg is the seed of 


the fruit, and mace is the thin covering 
over the seed. The fruit is about as large 
as a peach. 
When ripe it breaks open 


and shows a little nut inside. The trees 
grow on the islands of Asia and tropical 
America. 
They bear fruit for seventy or 


eighty years, having ripe fruit upon 4hem 
all the seasons. 
A fine tree in Jamaica 


has over four thousand nutmegs on it 
every year. The Dutch used to have all 
this nutmeg trade, as they owned the 
Banda Islands, and conquered all the 
other traders, and destroyed the trees. 
To keep the price up they once burned 
three piles of nutmegs, each of which was 
as big as a church. Nature did not sym- 
pathize with such meanness. The nutmeg 
pigeon, found in all the Indian islands, 
did for the world what the Dutch had 
determined should not be done—carried 
those nuts, which are their food, into all 
the surroundinp countries, and trees grew 
again, and the world had the benefit. 


from his horse ; he had fired five shots at 
it, and had not hit it; it was finally killed 
among a lot of women and children, pots, 


seat, kettles, etc. 
But as a general thing, es- 


pecially if his sweetheart is dead, he will 
not shoot at a white tail deer, for they 
are afraid that the spirit of the woman it 
contains will appear before them and 
make their life a torture, I have known 
several Indians, in spite of the warning 
to kill the deer, start out on a hunt and 
not return ; when their friends got anx- 
ious and went out after them -they were 
invariably found alongside a white tailed 
deer, strangled, the mark's of a woman's 
hand on their throat. I remember an 
anecdote that was related to me when I 
was on the Medicine Lake Creek in '73. 
I am well acquainted with the country in 
which the story lies, and also the precise 
spot; I have passed it many times while 
scouting and hunting. 


Many years ago, when there were no 


white men in this country, a camp of Sioux 
were coming up this creek from the Re- 
publican River ; they were going to war 
with their enemies, the Pawnees, after 
which they were going to the Arickarees 
in Kansas, and go into winter camp there. 
While they were debating whether to go 
up a small creek and camp, or camp on 
the main creek, a scout that was ahead 
brought in word that buffalo were very 
thick on the divide between what is now 
called Wolf Creek and the Medicine, so 
they decided to camp at the mouth of 
Wolf Creek and hunt buffalo from there. 
Some of the young men wanted to hunt 
turkeys and go across the Medicine to a 
thick plum patch close to the south side 
of tha creek ; before going, however, they 
were warned by the old woman of the 
camp not to molest any white tailed deer, 
not to shoot at them by any means, and if 
possible not to hunt near them at all; "if 
you see any near the plum patch turn 
around and leave the place, for if they 
see you they will charm you with their 
eyes and bewitch you." 
"All right," the 


young men said, but as soon as they cross- 
ed the creek and plunged into the brush 
they forgot all that the old crone said, 
and laughed and said, "Let's kill soma 
white tail and bring •them to camp and 
show them they are fools: that we are 
not afraid of what an old woman says." 
So saying, they struck out for the plum 
patch with as light hearts as any young 
brave before the advent of the white man 
put a »top to these hunting excursions. 
Little did they think that six out of seven 
would never return and that their bones 
would rot in the fatal plum patch. Most 
of them had sweethearts, all excepting 
it was his first hunt, and he gloried to be 
able to tell his companions on his arrival 
at camp that he had killed a white tail. 


They crossed the intervening open be- 


tween the bends of the creek, and found 
themselves close to the plum patch ; j|ome 
turkeys were gobbling in there they were 
«ure, for they could not only hear them, 
but could see them also. 
They told the 


young lad to go around the thicket and 
scare the birds toward them. The young 
lad left them and went through a box 
elder grove tp get in the rear of the 
turkeys unperceived.- It was the last he 
saw of his companions alive. While he 
was crawling in the brush he hoard the 
twang of arrows, and fancied he heard 
groans. 
What was his astonishinj; to see 


a herd of white tail come scampering by 
him, and six women running with them. 
He was so frightened that he ran around 
the other sjde of the plum patch, and 
having to pass up a small hill, he looked 
back and saw six of his comrades lying in 


A good fellow, a little deaf, went into

that had bsen with him: the dogs would 
go in front of the lodges of the parents ot 
these ywtog mien andtowl as if some one 
were dead.. The sun went behind a cloud, 
and the screech owl commenced its shrill, 
mournful cry. Finally the father of the 
boy returned, and seeing how the case 
stood, said it was wrong for him to go 
hunting, for they were bad young men 
that went with him. "They"have been 
shooting white tail deer; we will never 
see them again. 
Come, I will follow their 


trail and show you that they are dead . 
my medicine told me so (a kilt fox) while 
I was hunting." So speaking he started 
down to the creek followed by some others, 
amongst whom was the medicine man of 
tlie tribe. They crossed the creek, went 
through the timber, crossed the open, 
went through the box elder grove, and in 
crossing a small gully there they saw the 
body of Red Moccasin, one of the young 
men. 
At his side was his bow, and near 


him was a dead white tail deer with an 
arrow through it. 
Upon a nearer in- 


spection of the body they saw the impress 
of fingers on his throat; his eyes, like the 
boy's were wide open, and moccasin 
tracks of a woman's foot were found near 
him, and the dirt, also, around him was 
thrown up and showed evidence of a 
struggle. 
Carrying him to the plum 


patch they commenced making a scaffold 
to put him on. As they entered the 
thicket there they beheld tlie remaining 
six, in the same position as the first one 
was in, marks of fingers on their throats, 
and thair eyes wide open as if looking at 
a bear; around them also were the marks 
of women's feet, and the dirt was also 
torn up as in the case of the first one. 


While they were looking and thinking 


of what to do, the form of an old man was 
»een coming toward them from the direc- 
tion of the village; he was their oldest 
man and chief councilor; he came up to 
each of the bodies and stroked his face 
with his hand, and then said to the peo- 
ple present: "I was out of a certain kind 
of medicine, I crossed the creek after tha 
young men had crossed ; 1 had to go in 
this box elder grove to get the kind of 
root I wanted ; from that hill I saw all 
happened." (Here he related the story 
to the people present.) "I saw the boy 
leave the party, cume tliiuuyli lliiauuud 
to pass around the plum patch, saw the 
patch, saw the deer come from thu bill, 
saw the young m«n string their bows and 
point the arrows, saw the deer fall and 
six women rise ; saw them struggling and 
finally fall. 
Saw the boy run up the hill 


and stop, frightened at what he saw; saw 
seven deer come up from the creek; saw 
them disappear in a gully ; saw them 
coining by a bush in the gully, and saw 
that young man (pointing to the one taken 
from tha gully) draw his bow on them ; 
saw one fall and one woman rise, and saw 
his struggle : saw the look of horror on 
the body, and saw him go in the thicket; 
saw him corning out of it yelling and 
screaming; saw him fall and when he 
rose he had a snake in his hand ; saw him 
run to the creek, when I following him, 
and upon reaching the village found he 
was dead, and you all had come out here. 
I informed the camp what I had seen and 
come out to join you and help bury the 
bodies." 
Such was the tpeech of the old 


man. 
There was much lamentation and 


mourning for the young men, for they 
were very much liked, although they were

some time some of the women present cut 
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half way on the divide between Wol 
Creek and the Medicino Creek. 


One thing I know, in 73 there were 


some Indians, Sioux, camped on Wol. 
Creek; when the plums were ripe on the 
Medicine they would travel miles to gel 
laage yellow sweet ones. 
All the plums 


around the aforesaid plum patch would be 
picked, but in the bend in which the 
plum patch stood not one would ba touch- 
ed, though many sweet varieties 
near the hill on which grew the famous 
plum patch ; true, those on this hill were 
sour and acrid, but close to them wore 
lots of bushes that Mere fairly one mass 
of red and yellow plums all sweet.

the question is, why would tln>y not pick 
them ? True, the place was infested with 
rattlesnakes; probably that might have 
been the cause of their not going there, 
but for that matter the whole creek was 
full of them. 
1 cannot see that they 


were afraid of snakes, for it was a com- 
mon thing to find rattlesnakes everywhere. 
Did the curse of the old medicine man 
still infest the place, or did the spirits of 
the seven murdered men roam around in 
the night and scare all that would dare 
to camp close' Really, noiies were heard 
as if someone was groaning and choking, 
but upon investigation it turned out to ba 
hogs eating plums, and 
so fast that they 


swallowing them 


., clinked. 
Hence 


the noise. 1 have hunted deer in the 
same thicket and have never seen any 
ghosts, but I heard queer noises, and saw 
lots of snakes and frogs. 


From this account although Mr. Kvcr- 


ette pretends to explain certain myste- 
rious noises heard in the celebrated plum 
patch, it seems clear to my mind that he 
gives full credence to tha legend. Per- 
haps some of the members present may 
have heard of a similiar superstition 
among other tribes of Indians, but this 
is the first time it has come to my knowl- 
edge.

WASHINGTON HELIOS. 


As the successive anniversaries of the 


)irth of (ieorge Washington arrive, there 
i a slow but perceptible change in the 
character of what we may call the living 
Memorials of Washington. 
The earliest 


)f these were the colored nurses of tho 
''ather of his Country—the venerable wo- 
ncti who had carried him in her arms, 
lad cared for him when suffering thu 
langs of stomach-ache, and had comfort- 
>d him with surreptitious sugar afUr 
ic had visited the woodshed with his 
ather, or had rested on the lap of his 
oving yet athletic mother. 
Fifty years 


igo there was n great demand for the 
:olorcd nurses of Washington, and the 
tatislics of that period show that the in- 
ant Washington must have been cared 
or by seventy-three distinct and simulta- 
eous nurses. 
It was inevitable, however, 


hat these nurses should gradually die 
ff. 
Several of them reached the" ripe 


Id age of 140 years , but this was the 
imit of public credulity, and it is now 
lany years since the hist of the nurses 
ctired from life and business. 


The coachmen and valets of Washing- 


on lasted somewhat longer. 
They had 


lie advantage of beginning their labors 
n connection with horses :md clothes 
rushes at an age much earlier than that 
f the colored nurses. Most of them drove 
he Washington family coach at the age 
fl'.!, or brushed Washington's boots ut 
he age of 10. 
They had thus fully 


wenty years the advantage of tin nurses, 
nd outlived the latter precisely that 
cngth of time. One hundred and ninety 
oachmen and one hundred and twelve 
alets appear on the llsi 01 a lamous sta- 
iitician, and the last one of these died 
nly twenty-eight years »go. 
They wera 


nore prominent as well as more niimcr- 
us than the nurses, because they had bet- 
cr means of calling to themselves the at- 
ention of the public, but by general con- 
ent they were held to be less intcrest- 
ng mid improving objects of contempla- 
on. 
Fighting in the Revolutionary War and 


being detailed as a sentry at the head- 
quarters of Washington must have bee»** 
the most healthy occupation in which 
any man ever engaged. Eleven thous- 
and soldiers were thus employed, and 
every one of them lived to be between SO 
and 100 years of age. 
There was a time 


when nearly every village in the original 
thirteen States boasted among its popu- 
lation the identical Revolutionary soldier 
who had been a sentinel at the local head- 
quarters of Washington; and on every

More surprised was he to 
see a woman come out of the gully and 
join the deer; they disappeared behind 
the plum patch, and when they made their 
appearance again there were seven deer 
and no woman. So scared was he that he 
could hardly crawl to the plum patch 
where his comrades lay ; when he did 
summon enough courage to go on the lit- 
tle hill that the thicket stood on, what 
was his dismay to see all six of his com- 
rades dead. 
Lying beside them were six 


dead white tail and an arrow in each of 
them. 
The tongues of the young men 


were protruding, and on their necks were 
the unmistakable marks of fingers, show- 
ing each one had been choked to death ; 
upon all their faces was a horrible look as 
if they had seen something awful. The 
young lad was so horrified that he could 
hardly move; at last be made a spring 
and darted out of the thicket. Ou his 
way he stumbled over a log of wood, and 
throwing out his hand to save hinuelf, he 
•truck a rattlesnake, which fastened its 
fangs into the hand at the now thorough- 
ly scared boy; rising with the snake in 
his hand he ran across the open, plunged 
into the wood, crossed the creek and fell 
just outside of the village. 


Some old women and men and saw him 


him coming and said "Hear comes the 
Little Wolf; he must have seen a bear. 
What has made him so ?

to him and see." So saying they went, 
and seeing him lie so still, they asked 
him, "What did he see?"

his eyes were petrified while looking. 
They carried him to the lodge in which 
he had lived and sent out for his father 
and brothers who were hunting buffalo 
on the divide. Meanwhile the old woman 
moaned and lamented his fate, and some- 
how, all the dogs would join in; nothing 
could stop them, more especially the dogs 
belonging to the lodges of the young men

will enter! May the lightning strike 
you every year, and gradually may you 
die! 
And may the hill upon which you 


are growing turn to a rock so that noth- 
ing can grow ! May the woods in the vi- 
cinity become burnt by fire and never 
grow again! 
Finally, may you become a 


barren place only fit for snakes and frogs!" 
After the delirery of this oration the vil- 
lage moved up the Divide, crossed the 
Medicine at the mouth of what is now 
called Fox Creek, went up Fox Creek to 
the head, crossed over to the South Platte 
and camped. Nothing occurred to them 
until after they crossed the Platte, wiien 
every evening they saw just at dusk the 
forms of seven white tail deer and one- 
wolf, playing around the camp. A sick- 
ness broke out in the camp, and every 
day some one would die, and every even- 
ing the herd of white tail would grow 
larger. Things kept on this way until 
only seven were left, whan they agreed to 
separate and go north to the mouth of 
the Laramie, or Duck River, as they call 
it where some of the people were. 
Upon 


their arrival they were all seized with the 
same sickness 
and died. That night 


seven wolvts were observed running 
around the scaffolds on the hill and howl- 
ing. 
Shots were fired at them but to no 


effect. 
One man lingered long enough 


to tell the story to some French traders, 
and from them I have it; though not 
thefm but their half breed children. 


I have been in the plum patch myself 


and the plums are sour;. every year the 
lightning does strike it; the hill is be- 
coming a rock and it is a paradise of rat- 
tlesnakes and frogs. The box elder grove 
in the vicinity is dead, and has been so 
for many a year. In short; the 
full 


prophecy has come to pass. I relate it 
literally as near as I can remember it. 


S.ui.ixci Soi"] ii.—On the last 


run of the schooner A. Dcnike, which ar- 
rived in this port last Monday, about three 
hundred land birds of different kinds 
came aboard the schooner when Ihe vessel 
was off the New Jersey coast, and there 
remained until the liuuike had saildd 
south almost as far as a point oli' Charles- 
ton bar.

The Captain ordered his men 
not to molest the songsters, and tho sea- 
men fed them often on small grain and 
bread crumbs, so that the members of the 
feathered tribe finally seemed to have 
decided to keep company with the vessel 
when the schooner was ofT the Eolith dar- 
oliiia coast, the entire flock took wing, 
and in a few minutes was out of sight, but 
heading toward the land. The Captain 
says it is a matter of common occurrence 
for one or two birds to come aboard his 
vessel when at sea, but he never heard of 
or saw so many of them.—Sd'wnnuh 
Times.

WOMAN &UKKHAOK IN WYOMING.— 


"Women don't want to hold office," said 
Gov. John W. Hoyt of Wyoming Terri- 
tory in his lecture on woman suffrage last 
evening before a large audience in Asso- 
ciation Hall; "they do not care for pub- 
lic life. 
During all my experience in 


Wyoming Territory, where women are 
citizens, and hold the same civil rightj 
as men, I have not heard of one woman 
who desired active public life. It is in- 
teresting to know how woman suffrage 
was obtained in Wyoming. A saloon 
keeper one day said to his wife : 'Betty, 
it is a shame that I should be a member 
of the Legislature and make laws for you, 
when you are so much better than I.'" Of 
course Betty agreed with him. When 
this man went to work at his bill for wo- 
man suffrage people smiled and the mem- 
bers of the Legislature smiled. 
But he

The House Committee on Law respect- 


ing the election of President and Vice 
President has agreed upon a bill to carry 
into effect the provision of the Constitu- 
tion respecting the election of President 
and Vice President of the United States, 
and directed Oliairman UpdegrafT, of Iowa, 
to report the same to the House with a 
favorable recommendation. 


The bill provide* that electors shall be 


chosen on the Tuesday next after the 
first Monday of November in every fourth 
year, except in the cases specified in sec- 
tions 147 to 110 of the Revised Statutes, 
that the electors shall vote on the third 
Tuesday of December following their ap- 
pointment; tli it between the day of choos- 
ing the electors and the day on which 
they arc to vole the title to the office of 
elector may be determined,whicli, if made 
by the highest judicial tribunal of the 
State having jurisdiction shall be conclu- 
sive ; that Congress shall be in session oil 
the second A\ ednesday in January next 
jifter the merting of the electors, and 
count the votes; tliat upon the reading 
of certificates the president of the Senate 
«hall call foi objections, which, if any, 
shall be made in writing, and shall state 
clearly and concisely, without argument, 
the ground tliercof, and shall be signed 
by at least one Senator and one member 
of the House of Representatives before 
the same shall be received; that in the 
event of a controversy in any State as to 
the appointment or eligibility of electors, 
the decision thereof by its highest judi- 
cial tribunal having jurisdiction shall be 
conclusive, and the vote shall be counted 
in accordance therewith, unless revcrset 
by both Houses; that if there be more 
tliat one judicial decision the two Houses 
sliali determine which shall be received 
that where tli era has been a cont rovers; 
in any State, and no certified decision has 
been tranmittcd, or where two or more 
such certified decisions have been trans 
mitted, the contested votes from sue! 
State shall not be counted unless botl 
TTouc..s nan.-.ir thprfin. and if there be 
several electoral certificates from an; 
State, and no such judicial decision, tin 
certificate held by both Houses to be ex 
ecuted by tin1 proper authority shall be 
conclusive; that, if a result isnotrcachcc 
before the 5th calendar day after the firs 
meeting of the two Houses, no furthei 
recess ihall he takon by either House 
that, notwithstanding the decisions niu 
declarations mentioned the title to tin 
office of any person declared to be electee 
President 01 Vice President, and the 
title of any claimant thereof, may be triei 
and determined by action in the nature 
of quo warmnto, and the action may bi 
brought prior to actual entry or usurpa- 
tion, «nd must be commenced within ten 
days after the declaration of the election 
of the defendant in the Circuit Court ol 
the United States for the district inwhicl 
the defendants, or either of them, reside

All these bill? look in the direction ol 
cheaper postage, and in this respect they 
are all good, though by no means nl 
equally good. 


Th« best ol these bills, says the New 


York Independent, is the one proposed by 
Congressman Hill, of New Jersey, who, 
by the way, is said to be a lineal descend- 
ant of the celebrated Sir Rowland Hill, 
to whom England is 10 largely indebted 
for cbeap postage. Mr. Hill proposes 
that, from the 1st of n«xt July, the rate 
of pontage on all domestic letters not ex- 
ceeding one-lialf ounce in weight slial 
be two cents, and that for each additional 
half-ounce or fraction of the same an ad- 
ditional rate of two cents shall be charged' 
Till* 
l h i « l« Hattor titan Trt mot-ape* tlto^TAK 
to one ounce, w proposed oy BIT. 
Motte, and retain the three-cent rate. 
Tho great mass of letteri which the peo- 
ple want to tend would not weigh more 
than half an ounce; and, hence, Mr. Hill's 
change would to them be practically 
cheaper postage, while Mr. DcMotte's 
plan would make no change in their favor, 
except in comparatively rare cases. 


The Committee as we "understand, in 


view of the expression of public feeling 
from all quarters of ..the country, are 
strongly inclined to recommend the adop- 
tion of Mr. Hill's proposition, and thus 
bring letter-postage down to the two-cent 
rate. We should like the bill better if 
the rate were fixed at ono cent and we 
hare no doubt that Congress will ulti- 
mate!) come to this point. 
The people, 


however, will !>e glad to accept the two 
cent rate as a substitute for the present 
charge. Postal cards, furnished and car- 
ried by the Government at • the one-cent 
rate, have already 3 ielded a net revenue 
of about thirteen millions of dollars; and 
who, in the light of this fact, can doubt 
that the Government can well afford to 
carry letters, which it does not furnish 
at the two-cent rate ? We believe that it 
could do so .for one cent. The reduction 
of the rate by no means implies a reduc- 
tion of postal revenue, since the increase 
of letters to be carried would be likely 
to compensate for all losses consequent 
upon such reduction. Even if there were 
some falling off in revenue, it would be 
but slight and for only a limited period 
and would soon furnish its own cure by an 
increase of business, without anything 
like a proportionate increase in the cost 
of doing it. 


The population of the country is rapid- 


ly increasing and nothing can more ef- 
fectually cement it together and promote 
the general good than cheap and easy fa- 
cility of postal intercourse. Let us, then 
have Mr. Hills bill in the form of law. 
The people do not want to have the frank- 
ing privilege restored, owing to its great 
liability to abuse; but they do want

of gas in the city of New York nnd a pat- 
ron of the Manhattan Gaslight Company. 
Like other customers of that corporation 
Geueial Sickles has his gas measured by a 
meter supplied by the company and, like 
other g;is consumers the world over, he 
has had frequent occasion to suspect that 
the meter operated strongly in the inter- 
est of the company and against the con- 
sumer. Just a year ago the General took 
a four months' holiday abroad, carefully 
cutting off the gas from the meter before 
his departure, but shortly after his return 
he was presented with bills for a consid- 
erable amount of gas which he is satisfied 
could not by nuy possibility have been 
used in his apartment*. He accordingly 
refused to pay the bills until the gas 
company proved them to be correct, and 
in the meanwhile lie secured an injunction 
restraining the company from removing 
the meter and cutting off his gas, a spe- 
cies of coercion to which all gas companies 
habitually resort as soon as a customer 
disputes a bill.

tion until the company should prove th 
correctness of its charge, remarked tha 
the evidence tended strongly to show tha 
"gas meters are not infallible."

Sickles will he forced to pay for the ga 
which lie did not have, and the only re 
lief afforded by J udge Laurence's clictur 
is the privilege of carrying disputed bill 
into court without being subjected to an 
noyance of having the meter taken on 
and the gas shut off by the company, 
settles the fact that a gas company is no 
the sole judge of the correctness of it 
hills and cannot force its own arbitrar 
estimates upon consumers and compe 
them to settle by threats of deprivin 
them of light.
